Sravement or Onsects axo Reasons, 


So long ago as 1849, the Governuont of Bombay 
called the attention of the Government of India to the 
unsatisfactory condition of Jaw and justice in Aden. 
‘The question of legislating for that dependeary wee 
submitted to the Court of Directors, but it was found 
| to involve many difficulties, and though some. pay 
| relating to the subject wore printed by order of the 
frmor'Leyivlative Council, no measute, having the 
‘objects contemplated by the Government of Bombay, 
Was passed into law. . 

In January 1862, the Advocate General gave an 
opinion which at length sottlod the doubts which had. 
arisen us Lo the adtual position of Aden in respect to law. 
He considered that British Law had never been in- 
troduced into Aden—that its situation was that of 
a conquered country into which tha law of tha. con- 
qnering power was nob introduced xt the time of the 
conquest, and in whieh thy law, ‘such as it was, which 
existed previously to the conquest 
‘The Adyocate General further consi 
could not then be made subject to a new system of law 
without legislution ; that aa regards Crimiual Law the 
Indian Penal Code had effect throughout the territory 
from the lst of January 1862; that the Governor. 
General in Council might without any legislation oxtend 
| to Aden the Civil'and Criminal Procedure Codes; but 
that the Civil Law would still remain to be provided 
for by legislation, He suggested that, in place*of 
extending the Procedure Codes, it might be well tp 
enact that, as regarda procedure, the Courts should 
be guided by the «piri of the Codes, 

‘The late Mr. Ritchie subsequeytly prepared '9 dratt 
Bil] and obtaingd leave tu introduee it into the Councid 
of the Goveruor-Gencral of India for making Laws and 
Regulations. Ho did not however introduca it, haying 
apparently found that objections were entertained to 
the proposed measure on the ground that if lay within 
the logislative competenoy gf the Gov. ‘in Council 
of Bombay. 

After Mr. Ritchie's death, his draft Bill ‘was aub- 
mitted to the Advocate Gemeral, whose attention was 
culled to the tieetidos jf ed suggented. Mr. Cawie 
was of opinion *that it Was within the competency of 
| the Hombay Legislature to pass an Act providing for 
the administration of Civil Justice generally, and of 
Criminal Justice, except an regards European British 
subjects at Aden: but he thought that the, Bombay, 
Legislature could net give the Courts any Criminal 
Jurisdiction over European British subjects, nor enact 
that tne Resident or any other pervon should be x 
Tustice of the "Peace. He suggested that European 
British subjects should be left liable as formerly only 
to the Supreme Courts, and thist the whole matter was 
one rather for general than local legislation. 

‘The Governor-General in Council then referred the 
matter to the consideration of the Bombay Govern. 
mont, adopting at the same time the opinion of the 
Adwocate General, and oxpressing an opinion that 
Legislation ehould take the form of s single Imperial

SraTeMENT OF OpsECTs AND REASONS. 


So long ago as 1849, the Government of Bombay 
called t ttention of the Government of India to the 
unsati ion of law and justice in Aden, 
The que lating for that dependency wax 
submitted to the Court of Directors, but it was found 
to involve many dif_iculties, and though some papers 
relating to the subject wore printed by order of the 
former Legislative Council, 110 measure, having the 
objects contemplated by the Government of Bombay, 
was passed into Jaw. 

In January 1862, the Advocate Genera! gave an - 
opinion which at length settled the doubts which had 
urisen as to the actual position of Aden in respect to law. 
He considered that British Law had never been in- 
troduced into Aden—that ita situation was that of 
# conquered country into which tho law of the con- 
quering power wax not introduced at the time of the 
conquest, and in which the law, such as it was, which 
existed previously to the conquest still provailed. 
The Advocate General further considered that Aden 
could not. Lhon be made subject to a now aystera of law 
without legislation ; that as regards Criminal Law the 
Indian Penal Codo bad effect throughout the territory 
from the Ist of January 1862; that the Governor- 
General in Council might without any legislation extend.

Phe tat Ritchie subsequently prepared a draft 
Bill and obtained leave to introduce it into the Council 
of the Governor-General of India for making Laws and 
Regulations. He did not however introduce it, having

After Mr. Ritchie’s death, his draft Bill was sub- 
mitted to the Advorate General, whose uttention wax 
called to the questions it had suggested, Mr. Cowie 
was of opinion that is was within the competency of 
the Bombay Ls ure 40 piss an Act providing for 
the administration of Civil Justice generally, and of 
Criminal Justice, except aw regards European British 
ij at Aden: but he thought that the Bombay 
ature could not give the Courtk any Criminal 
Jurisdiction over European British subjects, nor enact 
that the Kesident or any other person should be a 
Justice of the Peueo, He suggested that European 
British subjects should be left liable as formerly only 
to the Supreme Courts, and that the whole matier was 
one rather for general than local legislation. 

The Governor-General in Council then referred the 
matter to the consideration of the Bombay Govern- 
ment, adopting at the same time the opinion of the 
Advocate Genoral, and expressing an opinion that 
Legislation should take the form of a aingle Imperial 
Act. 

Jn this view the Governor of Bombay in Cuuncil, 
after consulting the High Court, has now ucquicaced, 
and has requested the Governor-General in Council 
to legislate on the whole subject, 
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The present Bill is based on Mr. Ritchio’s draft, 
which, however, has been somewhat simplified and ac- 
coramodated to the English legislation of 1861. 

Some further changes have'becn made in accordance 
with several valuable sugggstions offered by the Judges 
of the High Court at Bombay. ‘The position of the 
Reaident, who is to be the Chief Judicial Officer of Aden, 
is defined as that of a District and Sessions Judge, for 
the purpose of exercising appellate jurisdiction with 
greater certainty where the’ Bill does not otherwixe 
pond He has further been invested with Small 
Cause Court powers up to a limit of 1,000 Rupees, 
instead of 500 Rupeos as contemplated by Mr. 
Ritchie. 

‘The Bill declares that the administration of Civil 
and Criminal justico is vested in tho Court of the 
Resident. It empowors the Assistant Resident to 
hear and determine all cases in the first instance, 
nubject to appeal in all Civil suits for more than 
500 Rupees, and in all Criminal cases involving more 
than six months’ imprisonment, to the Resident. him- 
self; but without appeal in Civil and Criminal 
proceedings of less importance than those specified. 
It provides, however, that the Resident all 
cases, bo at liberty within the period allowed for 
appeal in appealable cases, or within such further 
period as the Governor in Council of Bombay shall 
appoint for that purpose, to call for any proceedings, 
Civil or Criminal, before the Assistant Mesident, in 
whatever stage they may be, whether appealable or 
not. The limit as to time appears advisable, in order 
to secure finality to the judgments of the Court after 
reasonably time for appealing has passed. 

The Bill also empowers the Resident to hear all 
suits whatever in tho first instance, No appeal is 
allowod from the decision of the Resident when the 
value of the suit docs not excved 1,000 Rupees. All 
judicial proceedings of the Resident’s Court are 
rendered subject to the control and superintendence 
of the Bombay Tigh Court; and it is provided that, 
in capital cases, the Resident shall have no ower 
to pass sentence of death, but shall transmit the 
proceedings to the High Court for judgment. When 
European British subjects are charged with any 
serious offence, involving more than three years’ 
imprisonment and fine under the Penal Code, the Bill 
provides for the transfer of the offender for trial to 
the High Court at Hombay, and it vests the Resident 
or his Assistant with the powers of a Justice of tho 
Peace for that purpose. It then provides that in the 
administration of Civil Justice, the Court shall be 
guided by tho spirit and principle of the Bombay 
Regulations. 

The Bill also provides that tho Codes of Civil 
Procedure and of Criminal Procedure shall be the 
guide of the Court in its procedure, so far as the pro- 
visions of those Codes are applicublo to the state of 
things at Aden, It empowers the Governor in Coun- 
cil of Bombay to determine which of such provisions 
are, and which are not #0 applicable, and to introduco 
any portions of those Codes subject to such rextriction 
and provision as he may think fit; and until the 
Governor in Council has eo declared, it leaves it to the 
Resident to determine what portions of the Codes are 
applicable. It also empowers tho Government of 
Bombay to pass Rulos regulating Appeals and Proced- 
ure; and in Civil cases ngt excveding 1,000 Rupees 
in value, and of a nature cognizable in 2 Small Cause 
Court under Act XLI1 of 1860, it provides that the 
Procedure of the Small Cause Court Act shall be 
Yollowed.
